Crawford County Public 
Transit (Dial-a-Ride) is in the 
process of conducting a consoli- 
dation/coordination survey in 
Crawford County. 

According to CCPT officials, 
it is aimed at identifying dupli- 
cation of effort by transpor- 
tation agencies in the area with 
an eye toward making the best 
possible use of public tax 
dollars for the citizens of Craw- 
ford County. 

CCPT will be contacting citi- 
zens in the area, developing in- 
formation on travel procedures 
and methods and tabulating the 
results for use in developing 
more efficient Dial-a-Ride tran- 
sit plans. 

CCPT officials hope to find 
the answer to many questions, 
particularly regarding duplica- 
tion of travel in the county. The 
Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation has provided the 
following example of a situation 
the survey is designed to iden- 
tify: One household includes a 
student riding the school vus, a 
foster grandparent using Dial- 
a-Ride, and a handicapped 
resident using yet another tran- 
sportation source.

He pointed out that the bill pro- 
vided guidelines for what land 
could be filled and what could 
not. He noted that under that 
legislation, a road could be con- 
structed or a bridge built 
through a wetland but a shop- 
ping center could not be located 
in such an area.

Angered Over 
AIS Home Plans

Despite assurances that the 
developmentally disabled 
residents will provide no threat 
or harm to neighbors, a large 
group of concerned citizens at- 
tended an open meeting last 
Tuesday night to voice op- 
position to the placement of AIS 
Homes in Crawford County. 

According to Anton P. 
Colasacco, Director of North 
Central Michigan Mental 
Health Services, four AIS (Al- 
ternative Intermediate Ser- 
vice) Homes are planned for 
various locations in the county. 

The thrust of the public op- 
position centered not around the 
principle of AIS facilities, but 
rather the particular locations 
being considered for their in- 
Stallation. 

The Tuesday meeting drew 
well over 50 concerned citizens 
who viewed a slide-type presen- 
tation about the home develop- 
ment, shown by Mike Rankin of 
the AIS staff, 

Sights being considered in- 
clude Clough’s Highland Acres 
Subdivision, Sherwood Forest 
No. 2, Red Wing Terrace and 
Frederic. 

AIS homes are being opened 
around the state to ease in- 
stitutional congestion and to 
provide a more normal 
domestic life for patients who 
are unable to care for them- 
selves, According to Colasacco, 
the homes will be of modern, 
residential design with barrier- 
free features, valued at from 
$85,000 to $120,000 apiece. Each 
will provide sound, supervised 
home and health care under a 
staff of approximately eight 
trained staff employees, with 
24-hour “around the clock*’ 
coverage. Colasacco indicated 
that some of the residents, six to 
a facility, would'be from the 
Grayling area while others 
would come from other regional 
locations and from around the 
State. 

Most of the opposition to the 
sites appeared to come from 
homeowners in Clough’s Sub. 
and Sherwood Forest. Residen- 
ts expressed fear that property 
values would tumble in areas 
where the homes open up, and

were not satisfied with Colasac- 
co’s assurances that the 
residents were harmless. 
Several in attendance blasted 
the state, the Mental Health 
Board, and County Board of 
Commissioners for what they 
termed an underhanded ap- 
proach to the selection of home 
Sites. One vehement 
homeowner stalked out of the 
meeting in disgust, departing 
with a suggestion that home- 
owners in the affected areas 
immediately seek legal counsel. 
What appears to anger resi- 
dents most is the fact that ap- 
parently there is no legal 
method they can employ to 
block placement of the homes at 
the sites under consideration. 
The 2-hour meeting concluded 
with Colasacco’ assuring . the 
group that their opposition and 
the surveys they have gathered 
will be carefully weighed before 
any further action was taken.

Smith argued that if the 
Supreme Court has the facts 
about the forest and lack of 
potential damage to the elk 
herd when they considered the 
case, they would not have ruled 
in favor of the environmental- 


“ists.” 


The argument that'the poten- 
tial 76 million barrels of oil in 
the forest did not seem to carry 
much weight with some mem- 
bers of the press especially 
when it was coupled with the 
idea of the amount of royalities 
that the state would receive. It 
was noted that the state takes 
the revenue from a resource 
located in the north country but 
does not return a fair share of 
benefits here. 

The statement was made that 
the counties do not receive a 
penny of the proceeds. 

Washington was aked if a 
head count of the senate in- 
dicated whether or not the bill 
would he passed. He replied 
that 29 out of 39 senators had co- 
sponsored the bill. 

It would appear that the votes 
are sufficient to overturn the 
Supreme Court ruling to protect 
the forest and elk herd. The en-

Grayling’s 
Hidden 
Piaces

We live here mostly because 
of the environment. We love the 
familiarity of walking through 
town and being recognized, or 


. the prominence of having our 


names dropped occasionally in 
conversations. We like to attend 


« parties, or sit in the local cafe 


and drink coffee. We like to 
read the paper every Wed- 
nesday morning, the smell of 
fresh ink still rising out of the 


pages. 
We show a great need for this 


kind of habitual living and this 


form of security. There are 
places in town we have defined 


_ as the places to be and the 


places where we may see and 
also be seen. Escape is 


; sometimes difficult and often 


requires a major trek into the 


: woods. Once to your hiding 


place, you may find yourself 
over-run by people with snap- 


, Shot cameras, fishing equip- 


ment or hunting gear. Yet, 
there are a few places left in 
town where you may while 
away a few hours without risk 
of being bothered. — 

I present these places to you 
only as a form of enlighten- 
ment. They are _ close, 
sometimes hard to crawl into 
and sometimes a bit noisy. But 
they all share the same advan-

Now that the Democrat national con- 
vention is safely over, I find myself witha 
collection of catchy, significant, in- 
teresting or provocative quotations from 
various sources, or some which just hap- 
pened to strike my personal fancy. , It 
seems a shame to waste them (as the 
quotation goes, “waste not, want not”), 
so here they are: 

From venerable columnist Vermont 
Royster: ‘‘Mr, Carter, mistake not, is a 
formidable campaigner, as Senator Ken- 
nedy found out. He’s tightly  self- 
controlled and his quiet speaking manner 
is well adapted to the ‘cool’ medium of 
television. In that press conference about 
Brother Billy, he showed he can put on a 
virtuoso performance when hard pressed. 
Whatever else Jimmy Carter is, he’s 
neither quitter nor pushover.” 

From another columnist, Norman C. 
Miller: “The Democrats’ main hope is 
that Mr. Reagan will make enough blun- 
ders that they can successfully attack 
him as simplistic and reckless. That could 
happen. If it does, the Democrats could 
wind up holding the White House once 
again despite their basic divisions and 
Jimmy Carter’s inept record. But the 
Democrats’ split on great issues would 
remain in any case. Neither this conven- 
tion nor the campaign is likely to help 
restore the Democrats’ lost concensus. It 
may take several years—and the loss of 
elections—-before the Democrats can 
develop new leaders and sort out a new 
concensus, ” 

From an editorial in the Wall Street 
Journal: ‘““By now almost no one sees the 
President as a superior manager. Events 
of this convention week seem to cast 
some doubt that he can manage a political 
convention even with a 600 vote margin, 
The candidate he beat has stolen the 
show, and the platform with it, forcing 
the President to send an excuse to the 
teacher for disagreeing.” 

On the rules fight, Washington Post 
columnist David Broder wrote: ‘“There 
may be worse times and places to debate 
the rules and procedures of a political 
party than on the floor of a national con- 
vention preoccupied with a fight over a 
presidential nomination. But. they do not 
come to mind. Somehow, in such circum- 
stances, the position that delegates take 
always seems to coincide with the in- 
terests of the candidate they are suppor- 
ting.” 

In reporting the opening day of the 
convention, the Wall Street Journal news 
story concluded like this: ‘‘An indication 
of how far these Democrats have to go to 
win the American people’s admiration 
was registered at Yankee Stadium when 
the baseball fans were asked to give a

warm welcome to Democratic delegates 


attending the game. The fans reported 


with a traditional Bronx cheer.” 


A convention follower who calls. herself 


Betty Boop and claims she is an indepen- 
dent candidate for president was quoted 
in New York: “If you've been to both con- 
ventions you can see the difference bet- 
ween Democrats and Republicans. The 
Republicans look like doberman pin- 
schers in suits, and the Democrats look 
like cocker spaniels in blue jeans.” 

In an article headlined ‘‘Whither the 
Democrats?” Marvin Stone, editor of 
U.S. News and World Report, wrote: “No 
matter how many vows of unity emerge 
from the convention, an engrossing ques- 
tion will remain: Can the Democratic Par- 
ty ever be the same again? Chasms 
developed over the past few months look 
bridgeable only by ropes. A basic pover- 
ty, not only of cohesion but of future 
leadership as well, has been ex- 
posed...Ideologically the dump-Carter 
drive was referred to as a liberal move, 
but in fact some rebels would take a con- 
servative label. Moreover, so far as 
liberalism is concerned, specialist on 
voting trends now are voicing a convic- 
tion that, after 40 years of vigor, 
liberalism has reached its peak and is 
headed down. One demographer suggests 
that pro-labor and pro-farmer liberals of 
past years have been replaced with 
special interest activitist—pro-abortion, 
pro-gay and pro-whale.”’ 


Detroit News Reporter Richard 
Willing, as the convention broke up, 
summarized his view: ‘Democrats con- 
vened in New York a party divided. They 
left town a party confused.” 


‘ For Hugh Sidey, an expert on the 


presidency, came these comments: “The 
convention was not a giant pre-packaged 
soap opera as some of the more severe 
critics would have it. But the convention 
finally was the creature of the new and 
permanent force of practicing political 
technocrats. They, of course, are the 
campaign consultants, the speech 
writers, the pollsters, the political science 
professors, and even a few elected of- 
ficials who seized on the imperfections of 
the previous selection process. In their 
zeal to produce a textbook model of 
balance and beauty, someplace along the 
way to reality they forgot to put in mean- 
ing and spirit.” 

And finally, a conclusion from 
television curmudgeon Andy Rooney: 
“I’m tired of all the talk about how tired 
people are of politics, The election cam- 
paign ahead looks fascinating to me, and 
the debates between the candiates can 
only be good for the country.”

I believe the 
Jayno case to be the controlling 
case in this State at this time, 
and have so advised the proper- 
ty owners from Sherwood 
Forest No. 2 and Red Wing 
Terrace. 

I understand that there are no 
restrictive covenants in the 
case of Clough’s Highland 
Acres Sub. I did, however, at- 
tend the meeting at Mt. Hope 
Lutheran Church that you con- 
ducted last evening, and it was 
fairly apparent that the land 
owners present from Clough’s 
Highland Acres are very con- 
cerned about the location of an 
AIS facility in that subdivision, 
as a regult of its proximity to 
the river and the number of pri- 
vate swimming pools located in 
that subdivision. My general 
impression from the meeting 
was that the residents of 
Clough’s Highland Acres Sub. 
present on that occasion were 
deeply opposed to the location 
of an AIS facility in that sub- 
division, for these reasons, and 
other reasons that may not have 
been expressed prior to the time 
that I was required to leave the 
meeting.

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Farmers Home Administration Increases 
Limits For Above-Moderate 
Income Housing Guarantees: 


‘The Farmers Home Administration (FmHA) has raised the 
income limits for above-moderate-income rural home-ownership 
loan guarantees from $20,000 to $30,000 in the 48 contiguous states’’, 
Phillip Roberts, FmHA Director for Michigan, said today. In 


higher cost areas, the limit was raised to $50,000 for Alaska and . 


$40,000 for Hawaii and Guam. 

Since the above-moderate-income guaranteed housing 
program for rural areas was implemented by Farmers Home at 
the beginning of Fiscal Year 1979, only individuals and families 
with an adjusted income of between $15,600 (moderate-income 
ceiling) and $20,000 were eligible to participate in the Continental 
United States. 

Under the program, Farmers Home guarantees repayment of 
up to 90 percent of loans made by commercial lenders for the con- 
struction of single-family dwellings in rural areas, including most 
towns of up to 20,000 population that are outside Standard Metro- 
politan Statistical Areas (SMSA). 

‘Many people in the expanded income range are currently 
unable to obtain mortgage credit, which effectively prevents them 
from enjoying safe, decent, and adequate housing,” Roberts said. 
“This increased financial assistance from Farmers Home wilt 
greatly enhance the quality of their lives.” 

By expanding the income eligibility, much more credit can be 
extended to the public, allowing more rural residents the benefit of 
homeownership, Roberts added. 

The change became effective immediately in order to make 
this service available without delay, according to Roberts. 
Following publication in the Federal Register on June 20, commen- 
ts will be accepted on the change for sixty days, then the action will 
be reviewed to incorporate any necessary revisions.

Road Commission Minutes 


Auguat 22, 1980 


A regular meeting of the Crawford County Road Commission was 
held in their office in Grayling, Michigan. Chairman Richter presiding.
